Plans For New Body to Take Place of 


Dairy Commission; To Promote 


Cooperation

The Equity farm marketing bill will make its appearance in _ the 


house on Tuesday. The measure--will be offered by Assemblyman J. U 
Hanson, Dane county. 
The provisions of this market bill are radically 


different from the measure drafted by the special legislative investigating 
committee. The latter bill -will be ottered by Senator George. B. Skogmo 
in the upper house. Market legislation is the ono big plank in the re- 
publican platform. It will be th<> central issue of legislation. 


The Hanson bill abolishes (B« dairy and food department, the depart- 


ment of farmers' institutes and the bureau of'immigration, and centers the 
duties and functions of these departments within the new market com- 
mission. The bill creates a board of foods and markets composed of three 
members appointed by the governor, by and with the. advise of the senate 
and assemSly. Of the three members of the board, one shall be selected 
from a list furnished the governor by the farmer organizations'of the 
state the second shall be taken from a similar list' furnished by the labor 
organizations and the third may be named by the executive without sug- 
gestion . The regular term 'of office is six years and the salary is ?j,OUO 
annually. The secretary shall receive a salary of $3,600 annually. 


Then comes a provision that will not be found in any market commis- 


sion bill so far enacted by any state. The bill says'In speaking of the 
commission: "Any member of said board may be removed, from office by a 
majority aye and nay vote of both houses of the legislature assembled m 
joint session."

Among the more important marketing powers of .tlw commission are: 
(1) Establishing rules and practices relating to standardizing, grad- 


ing, weighing, pacldng, storage and sale of food products including an 
investigation of suppiy and demand, prevailing prices, cost of production 
or manufacture and profits in handling thereof.

(2) To collect information on the supply and demand for products 


and to aid in marketing these products efficiently and economically. 


(5) To promote organization of.public markets.

(4) Investigate delays, embargoes, rates andp chargei for handling 


agricultural products or food products, raw or manufactured, and to in- 
stitute legal -proceedings to secure justice, 


• (5) To promote co-operation: 


(6) To fix standards for receptacles and for the grades and classifi- 


cation of farm products. 
It is made unlawful for any person to use .the state label unless in 


fact such product has been, inspected, graded and standardized to-use a 
similar label or design. The board is given power to investigate the con- 
duct of any board or business handling food products to ascertain if the 
practices, are legp.l. The bill also declares that "the production and man- 
ufacture of farm, agricultural and food products, and the marketing and 
the selling of the same, are 'affected with the public interest." 


Upon formal or informal complaint the board may investigate and 


obtain evidence in any case where it has reason to believe that deceit and 
fraud has been practiced upon or wrong done to a homeseeker. The 
board shall "aid and assist in rural planning to the end that the arrange- 
ments and locations of .community centers, schools, parks, and roads may 
be so arranged as to improve the social and economic conditions of rural 
communities." 


Another provision in th« new bill not found in similar measures reads 


as follows: 
"Whenever the board has good reason to believe that in the manu- 


facture of cloth, leather or fabrics manufacture in this state, and. offered 
and designed for sale therein, or which have been used in the making of 
wearing apparel, boots and shoes, sold or offered for sale in this state, 
processes or methods are employed that impair the appearance, .strength 
and durability and wearing qualities of such cloth, leather or fabrics, or 
when the board has good reason to believe that iron, steel or other metals 
of undisclosed and unapparent inferiority quality and durability is. or has 
been employed and used in the making of farm tools, and implements, the 
board shall investigate" and having ascertained the facts shall publish 
and disseminate the results as to properly warn and* inform the .public.'}' 


The board is given power to make rules and regulations, to protect 


purchasers and consumers from and against business acts • and'practices 
found by the board to be discriminative, -unfair, .unreasonable .awl unjust. 


The-southern -Wisconsin milk situation is taken care of in. the bill by, 


providing associations and organizations may hold meetings.to promote 
the interests of agriculture by "fair and reasonable acts, practices and 
methods."

The bill by Senator Skogmo that has been drafted by the special leg- 


islative committee creates a division of. marketing within the department 
of agriculture. The director of this division is appointed by the commis- 
sione'r of agriculture for a term of four years at .a salary of not to exceed 
?5,000 annually. The other departments remain intact. Tho provisions 
relating to marketing are not so stringent as those proposed in the Hanson 
bill and there is nothing in the measure that has to. do with the sale of 
agricultural machinery; and the prices to be paid for the same. 


The market bills promise to make the leading fight in the legislature. 


The bills reach two extremes and it is probable 'that some compromise 
measure may have to be worked out by a committee. 
The larger farmer 


membership in tho lower house practically insures the passage of the 
Hanson measure in that body.

If the University of Wiscon- 


sin has stood for anything in 
the past it has stood for toler- 
ance.
